Medal Commemorates 25th Anniv. 
Of Attack On Pearl Harbor 


Twenty-five years ago the at¬ 
tack on Pearl Harbor changed 
the war into a World War. Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt addressed a point 
session of Congress and declared 
that December 7 was “a date 
which will live in infamy.” “Re¬ 
member Pearl Harbor” became 
the battle cry of the nation. A 
Quarter of a Century has passed 
and Pearl Harbor is now remem¬ 
bered as an important chapter 
of American History. 

The 25th anniversary of the 
Attack on Pearl Harbor has been 
commemorated on a medal re¬ 
leased by Presidential Art Me- > 
dais, Inc., Englewood, Ohio.
